By Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ERCURY reaches greatest Eastern 
M elongation on the 18th, and will be an 

evening object throughout the month. 
As he will be south of the Sun he will be 
unfavourably placed for naked eye visibility, 
though unusually well situated for telescopic 
work during the daylight hours. 

Venus is still the brilliant gem of the 
morning sky, and will continue to rise three 
hours before the Sun during the greater part 
of the month. The planet is now decreasing 
in brightness as her distance from the Earth 
increases, but she will remain a conspicuous 
morning object throughout the autumn 
months. On the morning of the órd she ‘will 
be oceulted by the Moon, and the close 
approach ef these two bodies will provide a 
most spectacular sight before sunrise on that 
day. The occulation itself takes place 
some hours later. 

Mars will continue as an evening star, 
becoming visible in the South-West shortly 
alter sundown and remaining above the 
horizon until near midnight. Noticeably less 
brilliant than a mionth ago, he is now moving 
eastwards among the stars, and will-be found 
Qo N. of Antares on the 26th. 

Jupiter has passed opposition, but remains 
the most striking object of the evening skies. 
the Moon alone excepted. On the 15th he 
souths at 10.15 p.m., and will be first seen 
in the South-East shortly after sunset. 

Saturn is a morning star, and, being close 
to the equator, is well placed for telescopic 
work by comparison with either Mars or 
Jupiter. 

Uranus, in Aries, rises shortly after 10 
p.m. The planet is stationary on the 19th. 
and will be found less than one degree N.W 
of Sigma Arietis. 


A New Comet 


On the night of July 4th the comet 1937f | 


was discovered by Dr. Finsler, of Bonn, not 
far from the well-known variable star, Algol. 
This stranger was of the 7th magnitude at 
the time of discovery, and it now promises to 
become a naked-eye object in the early part 
of August. 

Orbits computed by the English observers, 
Davidson and Kellaway, indicate that the 
comet will be in perihelion, or at its nearest 
to the Sun, on the 15th: Round about this 
date it will be moving rapidly southwards 
through Ursa Major and Canes Venatici. and 
it will, therefore, be extremely well placed 
for observing during the dark nights at the 
beginning of the morth. 

On the evening of the 11th it will be found 
close to Mizar (Zeta Ursae Majoris), and by 
the 23rd it will have struck southwards into 
Bodtes, being a few degrees west of Arcturus 
on that date. 

Even if the expectations of a greatly 
increased brightness are not fulfilled, this 
comet will prove an interesting visitor to 
follow, with a pair of field-glasses or small 
telescope, as it journeys from night to night 
across the northern sky. ; 


The Moon 


New Moon occurs on the 6th at 13hrs.; 
First Quarter on the 14th at 2 hrs.; Full 
Moon on the 22nd at lhr.; and Last Quarter 
on the 29th at Ohrs. 

The Moon will be in conjunction with Mars 


on the morning of the 15th, Mars being 


2° to the south; and in conjunction with 
Jupiter on the evening of the 18th, when the 
Moon and the planet will be seen about 
3° apart. 


Occultation of Venus 


Perhaps the most interesting phenomenon 
of the month is the daylight occultation of 
Venus, already noted, which takes place 
shortly after 8.30 a.m. on the órd. 

It so happens that the southern limit of 
visibility of this occultation is a line travers- 
ing the British Isles and running almost 
along the 54th parallel of Jatitude. This line 
cuts the Irish coast near Croagh Patrick in 
the West and a few miles south of Dundalk 
in the East. 

To an observer on the northern side of 
this limit the planet will be wholly or partly 
obscured by the southern limb. of the Moon. 
South of the limit there will be no occulta- 
tion at all; while inside a belt about 24 miles 
wi to the north of the line a partial 
ocoultation will be seen, more or less of the 
lanet being obscured according to the exact 
ocality of the observer. 

The time of the occurrence will vary con- 
siderably from place to place, being at least 
ten minutes earlier in the West and North, 
so that a watch should be kept for some 
time before-hand 

As the Moon will be three days before 
New it should not be a difficult matter to 
locate it with the unaided eye, being almost 
due south at the time and at an altitude of 
60 degrees. Once found, it will serve as a 
uide to pick up Venus with telescope or 
eld. lasses, though, indeed, a keen eye may 
be able to spot the planet. without any 
instrumental aid.

Millions of Miles 


The nearest star, however, is just about a 
million times farther off than the aearest 
planet, and so its parallax is a million t'mes 
smaller. This quantity is altogether tco 
minute to be measured with any means the 
astronomer has at his disposal, and in order 
to measure the ‘shift of a star against the 
stellar background he must use a base-line of 
immeusely greater length than that whith is 
available between any two points on the 
Karth’s surface. , á 

Fortunately for him “stich a base-line is 
ready to hand; it is the Earth’s orbit, 186 
millidn miles in ‘diameter, across which the 
Earth sweeps to and fro, year after year, as 
it, journeys around the Sun. 

Three observations of a star’s position, six 
months apart, are all that is required, theo- 
retically, at least, to determine the star’s. dis- 
tance. But in practice the observations are 
very difficult; for even the nearest star 
changes its position in ithe sky from this 
cause by no more than one three-thousandth 
of the diameter of the full mo@n, so that the 
smallest error of observation becomes a serious 
matter, , 

This work is now carried out photographi- 
cally, using exposures, which are taken in the 
principal focus of a large telescope. ‘The dis- 
placement of the staramage on the plate is 
then «determined by means of a measuring 
machine specially constructed for the purpose. 
Sometimes the movement’ of the star-image 
is no greater than the one-hundredth part of 
the thickness of a human hair! 


100 Light-years 


But when we come to deal with stars whose 
distances are 100 light-years or more this 
method in turn breaks down, for the changes 
of. position are less ‘than the crrors inherent 
in the process of measurement. and even the 
best plafes and measuring machines are in- 
adequate for the task, 

Fortunately new and more powerful means 
of finding stellar distances have become avail- 
able in recent years. ‘These methods, which 
depend upon the property of Cepheid vari- 
ability and the relationship between the 
spectrum and luminosity of a star, have 
enabled the process of measurement to be 
carried on to the most distant parts of the 
universe yet explored. 

In this way the ‘‘ geography” of space is 
slowly being discovered, and the gap has 
been we between our neighbour, the 
Moon, and the spiral nebulae, seen bv the 
1O0O-inch telescope, which are 150 million 
light-years away. 


Stars of the Month 


On the Ist at midnight, on the 15th at 23 
hours (11 p.m.) and on the Sist at 22 hours 
(10 p.m.) the following constellations will be 
visible;—On or near the meridian will be 
seen the four constellations, Cygnus, Lyra, 
Aquila and Delphinus, all familiar occupants 
of the late summer skies. 

In the South-East will be found the Great 
Square of Pegasus, Cassiopeia and Andro- 
meda. Saturn will be noticed as the con- 
nA re stranger below and to the east of 
the Great Square, forming, in fact, a straight 
line with the two stars Alpha and Gamma 
Pegasi. 

Jupiter will be quite the most striking 
object west of the meridian, low down in 
Sagittarius. Hercules, Ophiuchus and Ser- 
pens will cover most of the western sky. 

This month a look-out should be kept for 
the August meteors, the Perseids, which 
usually come along about the 12th, Condi- 
tions for their visibility will be specially 
favourable just then, because of the dark, 
moonless nights in this part of the month, 
and the poses are among the more con- 
stant and dependable of the meteoric dis- 
plays. They are yellow meteors, which move 
with medium velocity from a radiant-point 
in the constellation that. gives them their 
name. 

Persens will be high up in the sky in the 
early morning hours, which is the best time 
for meteor watching, because the observer is 
then on the front of the Earth with respect 
to its motion in space; he is facing the way 
he is going, so to speak, and sees the meteors 
the Earth overtakes as well as those coming 
straight to meet it. An experienced observer 
counts on the average about fifty Perseids to 
the hour when conditions are suitable. 

All times in these notes are Greenwich 
Mean Time. One hour must be added to 
convert to summer time,

On August. Ist Switzerland celebrated her 
National Day. It was on this day in the 
vear 1291 that the several countries of Uri, 
Schwyz and Unterwalden gave themselves 
the first charter of liberty and entered into a 
‘perpetual League, that they might better 
defend themselves and their own.” By this 
document, which is still preserved in the 
archives of Schwyz, each of the three peoples 
bound itself by oath ‘‘to hasten to the aid 
of the other in order to resist attacks of evil. 
doers and to avenge injuries.’’ This agree- 
ment constitutes the very basis, for the con- 
federation, which in the course of the follow- 
ing centuries absorbed one neighbouring coun- 
try after the other until finally the twenty- 
two cantons forming present-day Switzerland 
were united. 

It is a long éstcblished practice in Switzer- 
land to commemorate the foundation of the 
nation in a worthy and simple way. The 
Swiss National Day is no public holiday, but 
in the evening, after an ordinary day 's work, 
the people turn their minds to their mother- 
country and gratefully remember the Almighty 
who has given her to them and their fore- 
fathers, who have ever fought for preserving 
her liberty and independence. 

It has Become a custom to combine the 
lst August with a flagday, the proceeds of 
which are devoted to some  hasnaide purpose 
of national import. —This year’s collection 
will go to the Swiss Red Cross, a far-spread 
organisation, which is not only called upon in 
times of war, but which is of ever ready 
assistance in cases of calamity where its 
services are required by confederates. 

On account of the Bank Holiday the Swiss 
Colony in Dublin celebrated this year's 
National Day on Saturday. M. Benziger. 
the Swiss Consul-General, invited his com- 
patriots to an “ At Home” at 22 Clyde road, 
where in their own quiet way they associated 
themselves in thought with their brethern in 
tneir home-country.

Following quickly on the recent, successful 
sale oí “Dunloe Castle,” Killarney, by 
Messrs. Battersby and Co., the well-known 
auctioneers, of Westmoreland . street,

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See the first time in the history of 
motor sport in this country we are to 
have a scratch road race. The Inter. 
national Grand Prix meeting, to be held 
in the Phenix Park on 11th September, 
will consist of two races—a hundred miles 
handicap open to any size of car, and a 
hundred miles scratch race for 1,500 c.c. 
machines. 

This is a great step forward. As I said 
in these Notes last week, there is a neces- 
sity for handicap races, and without a 
great deal of cross-Channel support we are 
not in a position to run anything else; 
but the ideal form of race, after all, is the 
scratch race, and it is courageous of the 
Irish Motor Racing Club to provide’ one. 

The Phoenix Park course is eminently 
suitable for such an event. An entry of 
even eight machines should be ample to 
keep interest alive. In that connection, 
you may recall that one of the greatest 
races ever seen in this country was the 
Eireann Cup of the Irish Grand Prix in 
1951, which became a race between eight 
machines—and it was on handicap. 

This race in September will have the 
advantage over a handicap that all the 
cars will be sent away together, and it 
will be patent throughout the race which 
machine is leading. We know what ex- 
citement can be provided by two cars from 
the same mark scrapping for lap after lap. 
Here the entire field will be in the same 
scrap from the word ‘‘ Go.” 

With any sort of decent support, this 
may be the best race seen in Ireland for 
many years. 


Regulations Ready 


EGULATIONS for the Phenix Park 
meeting. now are obtainable from 
the I.M.R.C. Prizes in the scratch race 
include the Dunlop Cup (value £200) and 
replicas, with caok awards of £100, £50, 
and £20; silver plaques for finishers and 
team awards. The entry fee is £10 per 
car. , 
In the handicap race the Wakefield 
Trophy, Gannon Memorial Trophy, and 
Meath Trophy are offered, with cash prizes 
of £50, £25, and £10; silver plaques, team 
awards, and the Manby-Colegrave Trophy 
for the best. performance by an Irish 
driver. Entry fee in this case is £6. 

Entries will be accepted up to 3ist 
August, A limit of forty starters in each 
race has been fixed, but reserve entries 
will be permitted. There will be prac- 
tising on the 9th and 10th of September 
between 6.30 and 8 a.m., in which cars in 
the handicap must complete at least one 
lap at not less than three-fourths of their 
handicap speeds, while scratch race cars 
nage complete a lap at not less than 75 
m.p.h. 

In both races the field will be flagged 
off as soon as the third man has finished. 
In the handicap race competitors who 
have completed fiye-sixths of the distance 
will be regarded as finishers; in the 
scratch. race competitors who have com- 
pleted twenty laps. 
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is to be run, on the 6th.

Lord Dunsany gave Ledwidge a copy of 
Keats, ‘‘ and almost at once . .. detected 
an improvement in his poems. . .

Herbert Jenkins published a collection of 
those early poems, and advertised\Ledwidge 
as ‘‘the scavenger poet’’—not under- 
standing that the foreman of a squad of 
workmen on the roads of Meath is some- 
thing different from the man who cleans 
up slums in London. Ledwidge’s sweet- 
heart died in 1915. He himself, having 
fought in Gallipoli and Greece and France, 
was siiet down in 1917.

Barney Barnato 
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Diamonds and Gold 
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Barney Barnate. By Richard Lewinsohn, 
London: Routledge.

CCASIONALLY a biographer invests 
his work with the glamour of a novel 
working up skilfully to the crises in his 
subject’s career, exciting the expectancy 
of the reader, and ending with an impres- 
sive dramatic note. Mr. Lewinsohn has 
written such a book about Barnett Isaacs 
Barnato, the South African millionaire, 
who at forty years of age was one of the 
reatest financiers of. the world. Barney 
hE EETE as he was christened, seemed 
destined at one, time to spend his life as 
a music hall clown. He arrived in the 
South African diamond diggers’ camp 
when there was a slump est prospects 
were miserable, but he had spirit, enter- 
prise, and he was willing to work at any- 
thing. There may have been a certain 
amount of luck in his success, but fore- 
sight and natural business ability played 
a greater part. 


This book, however, is more than the 
story of Barney Barnato. It is a thrilling 
account of the diamond and gold industries 


and Johannesburg, of the political am- 
bitions of Cecil Rhodes, the Jameson raid, | 
and the difficulties which led to the Boer 
War. Barnato did his best to smooth out 
those difficulties. He was on friendlier 
terms with President Kruger than any of 
the other uiflanders, “ Barnato, who was 
bigger than they were, talked to the old 
President without superiority as one man 
to another. . , There was only one of them 
who would chat with him as a friend and 
give him good advice. Ah! if only they 
all had been like Barnato, ha could have 
got on well enough with the people on the 
Rand,” bhosca, 

Barnato had very little sympathy with 
the political aims of Rhodes’s friends. 
“ Men do not come to the Transvaal to 
vote,” he said, ‘‘They come to earn 
money. The franchise would cost blood 
and money to obtain, and would never 
add a sixpence to anyone’s wages, .. As 
for the education cry, if the people want 
Fnalish education for their children, let 
them pay for it; 1 will do my part. But 
it, cannot be expected that a Dutch Govern- 
ment will. treat its own language as a 
foreign one.”’

The History of the Novel. From 
English Novel. BY Ernest A. Baker. London: 


Witherby. 16/- net. 
Wits the publication of the eighth 


volume of the “ History of the 
English Novel,” of which the first volume 
was published some thirteen years ago, Dr. 
Ernest Baker draws near the conclusion of 
his labours. He has traced the growth 
and development of fiction in the English 
language through nearly a thousand years, 
and has provided students, with an invalu- 
able work... In this new volume his writ- 
ing is as lively and attractive.as it was 
in the beginning. 3 
The sub-title of this new volume is 
* Romanticism in the English Novel,’’ and 
by romanticism Dr. Baker does not mean 
an escape from realism. To him it means 
““the mental and spiritual disturbance ”’ 
which in the early nineteenth century 
‘* purified and renewed the very nature of 
poetry.” With justification he maintains 
that in his observation of externals Words- 
worth was a realist: “ His realistic 
portrayal of Cumbrian dalesmen, though 
the spiritual outlook may be different, is 
not more different intrinsically from the 
realism of Flaubert; or D. H. Lawrence, 
or James Joyce, than from that of Cowper 
or Crabbe.”’ 


Poetry and Prose 


The romantic revival which Dr. Baker 
has in mind: in this volume is the re- 
uniting of poetry and prose fiction. His 
previous volumes followed the develop- 
ment of prose fiction unaided by poetry, 


and no prose writer since Bunyan had 
attempted to do what Dr, Baker has in 
mind. In the nineteenth century the 


novelist had dared to open his eyes to the 
world within himself, and to bring his 
art to ‘‘the interpretation of human life 
by means of fictitious narrative in prose.” 
The novelist had ceased to be interested 
in the group, and had at last come to the 
interpretation and portrayal of the 
individual soul confronted by the wider 
issues of its own existence. 

This new development, or revival of 
interest, began with the Bronté sisters, 
who were all concerned with the worth of 
individual personality and determined to 
offer the truth as thay conceived it. 
‘‘ Wuthering Heights’’ is as firmly based 
upon locality as is Wordsworth, and in 
his analysis Of that novel Dr. Baker 
shows its author to be the strictest of 
realists, both in the material and spiritual! 
worlds, 


The Other Face of Tragedy 


This. volume. begins. with the Brontés 
and ends with George Meredith, in whom 
poetry and fiction are more deliberately 
and more thoroughly united than in any 
fof Dr. Baker’s ‘‘ romantics.” It is im 
Meredith’s poetry that the sharpest and 
clearest expression of his vision is to be 
found, and Dr. Baker does well to open 
his study with the poems. The young 
Meredith lived in a time when the 
evolutionary theories were foremost in 
everybody’s mind, and he brought to his 
expression of the spiritual process the 
ideas of the evolutionary*pimlosophy in 
the physical sphere. It is true that, so 
far as philosophy was concerned, George 
Eliot ‘‘ might have regarded him as an 
amateur,’’ but his eC, vision of life 
owed a great deal to his scientific 
knowledge. 

Dr. Baker’s consciousness of the poet- 
prophet gives him a clarity of insight into 
the hotly debated Meredithian ‘ style’ 
which has been denied to more enthusiastic 
and exciting critics. ‘‘ The Meredithian 
novel is half poetry, and claims the 
privileges of poetry, continually transcend. 
ing prose canons, and rising into the upper 
region of poetic drama.” In his most 
lucid account of the novels, which will be 
found delightful by all lovers of Meredith, 
Dr. Baker brings out in bold relief Mere- 
dith’s close relation to his own conception 
of Comedy as ‘‘the other face of tragedy,”’ 
which enabled the novelist to create an 
imaginative harmony between humanity 
and its environment. 

If the outstanding chapters in this 
volume are those on Meredith and the 
Brontés, there are also excellent chapters 
about George Eliot, Anthony Trollope. the 
Kingsleys, Charles Reade, Wilkie Collins, 
and Mrs. Gaskell. The intellectual con- 
fliets of the time had made an ineursion 
into the novel, and had in large measure 
opened the way for the fiction of our own 
time. The author is apparently free from 
prejudice; and, if he be not the most 
| exciting of writers, he is assuredly most 
interesting, scholarly, and beautifully 
balanced in his judgments. This volume 
will rejoice lovers of Meredith but the 
next volume will probably be more con- 
troversial.

The scene of Miss Leitch’s novel is a re- 
mote peninsula on the Provengal coast, and 
she peoples the place with a wild and 
passionate peasant. folk, whose temperaments 
do not seem at war with their background. 
Then, alas! she introduces foreigners and 
strangers, The people who come to live ab 
Mademoiselle de Tellousac’s house are 
wealthy, sophisticated and bored. To [seuit, 
as well as to Léon and Lily, the pnmative 
emotions of simple peasant folk are good 
sport and they play freely with them. Miss 
Leitch’s strangers are too artificially con- 
trived to cotivince, and she stresses her point 
too much. The tragedies seem less tragic, 
because of their close sequence and because 
of their similarity. It is a pity that Miss 
Leitch did not foresee this rather obvious pit- 
fall, because in many ways her book is an 
effective one,

Empire would have been drawn into the 
struggle. 
the world to-day is far worse than it was 
in August, 1914. Two major wars—one 
in Spain and the other in China—are 
raging at the moment. All Europe is on 
edgé, and, although the international 
tension is not quite so great as it was 
a few weeks ago, the British House of 
Commons has adjourned on the under 
standing that it may be called back at 
any minute if the political situation 
should become acute. In regard to Spain 
no improvement can be recorded, Indeed, 
matters, if anything, seem to be even more 
unsatisfactory than they were, and any 
hopes that may have existed of the non- 
intervention scheme’s success have become 
almost negligible. Mr. Anthony Eden’s 
well meaning compromise has been a 
failure, as most well-informed observers 
feared that it would be from the start. 
He proposed that belligerent rights should 
be granted to both parties in Spam, on 


should be withdrawn from the Peninsula, 
and that ‘‘ substantial progress ” should 
be made with the evacuation before those 
rights should be conceded. The plan has 
been attacked from both sides. 
has refused point-blank to grant belli- 
gerent rights to Genera] Franco, on the 
ground that. he is a rebel against con- 
stituted authority. Germany, Italy and 
Portugal take the view that Mr. Eden 
has put the cart before the horse—that 
belligerent. rights should be granted first 
and the foreign volunteers withdrawp 
afterwards. 

Manifestly, both sides were anxious to 
find some excuse to torpedo Mr. Eden's 
scheme; manifestly neither is sincere. 

The British Foreign Secretary did his best 
to formulate a compromise that would give 
something to each of them—to Russia by 
refusal to grant belligerent rights before 
the withdrawal of foreign volunteers, and 
to the Germzn-Italian-Portuguese bloc, by 
his agreement to recognise General Franco 
as a belligerent. The British Empire has 
been reared on a policy of compromise, for 
which British statesmen seem to have a 
genius ; but the more logical minds of the 
Continentals do not like compromises. The 
Chairman's sub-committee of the Non- 
Intervention Committee in London has 
adjourned over the bank hoiiday, and it 
may not meet again until the end of the 
present week. In the meanwhile the war 
in Spam, where August bank holiday is 
unknown, continues to rage angrily on. 
Coastal control has become a mere farce, 
and that of the land frontiers is little, if 
anything, better. The big influences that 
are behind the protagonists in Spain— 
Soviet Russia on the one hand, and the 
Fascist Powers on the other—dislike con- 
trol of any kind. Each side seems to 
believe that its Spanish protégé would do 
better without control, and, although the 
French and the British have been doing 
their best to give some: practical meaning 
to the principle of non-intervention, they 
have been out-mancuvred completely by 
the others. Naturally neither party will 
accept any blame. The Russians declare 
that Germany and Italy are the mis- 
creants ; the Fascists throw al] the blame 
on the shoulders of Moscow. At Friday's 
meeting of Lord Plymouth’s committee 
Herr von Ribbentrop, the German Ambas 

sador in London, made a violent attack on 
the Russians, who, he declared, had 
wrecked Mr. Eden's scheme. Doubtless 
Moscow will retort in kind. The fact 
seems to be that one side is just as bad 
as the other. They are testing their so.

Next month this 
will be in full swing, and the campaign 
will concentrate on allegations of profiteer- 
ing in armaments and the consequent rise 
in the cost of living. There have been 
serious rises in many of the housewife's 
staple requirements. On the other hand, 
sinee the armaments boom began wages of 
workers have increased by £75,000,000 
That sum, however, is not shared 
generally. - It benefits large numbers 
engaged in manual labour, but not a penny 
iece reaches the black-coated worker, wlio 
is probably, for the most part, the lower 
paid of the two classes. Socialists will 
make a big effort to capture the agricul- 
tural labourers’ vote, and to that end will 
play on the fact of their recent admission 
to the unemployment insurance scheme 
They were bitterly disappointed with the 
results of recent by-elections—first, over 
the drop in their poll, and, second!)

most people of all shades of politics 
expected to change over. 


Apathy at the Polls 


Conservative polling at the unusually 
large number of recent by-elections was 
anything but satisfactory, and has had dis- 
turbing effects at headquarters. Man) 
explanations, more or less plausible, have 
been forthcoming to account for the low per- 
centage of voters exercising the franchise. 
The real reason is sheer apathy. People 
will not take the trouble to go to the 
booths unless they pass them on their way 
to or from business, and these are the very 
persons who would make a great hubbub i/ 
votes were not in their possession. It is 
a noticeable fact that women take much 
more interest than men in the Conservative 
cause. They are the busier workers at 
constituency headquarters, and pre- 
ponderate in numbers at the public party 
meetings. There is a steadily growing fee!- 
ing that electors who do not record their 
votes ought to be deprived of them unless 
they can show sufficient cause for non- 
appearance at the poll. 


Mr. Eden’s Vacation 


While Mr. Anthony Eden is enjoying a 
few weeks’ well-deserved holiday Viscount 
Halifax will deputise at the Foreign Office 
for him. That is the usual arrangement 
when the former takes a vacation. Mr. 
Eden has had a particularly trying time, 
and has hand! an extremely delicate 
European situation with dexterity and 
patience. His task has been rendered al! 
the more difficult by the tactics of the 
House of 
Commons. 

The deadlock over non-intervention con- 
tinues. Feeling in Paris is pessimistic, 
and points to the early collapse of the 
British proposals. Downing Street and thio 
Foreign Office, however, take a more hope- 
ful view of the position, and have not yet 
abandoned the belief that Russia may be 
brought into line with the other Powers. 
A great deal of significance is attached 
here to the Prime Minister's private letter 
to Signor Mussolini, written after a long 
interview with the Italian Ambassador. 


British Trade with India 


The negotiations for an Anglo-Indian 
trade agreement, which have been carried 
on in London for some time, have been 
adjourned, but are to be resumed in 
September. During the recess several 
subjects which have been under discussion 
will receive the attention of the respective 
Governments. It is hoped that the agree- 
ment will cover a wider field, and, without 
interfering with the development of 
Indian industries, will enable the export 
of certain descriptions of British textiles 
to be placed on a more satisfactory footing. 
Several British industries have been able 
to increase their trade with India, while 
others will be aided by a slight tariff con- 
cession. It is hoped that an agreement 
eventually will be drafted to the mutual 
advantage of both countries. 


The Holiday Week-end 


Ideal weather favours holiday-makers. 
A heat wave is promised for to-morrow, 
though somewhat unsettled conditions 
may follow. Since Friday evening it has 
been a record holiday in the matter of 
travelling. Hundreds of thousands of 
people have poured out of London by air, 
road and sea, and nearly as many seem 
to have poured in. It is estimated rougli!v 
that no less a sum than £50,000,000 wil! 
be spent on pleasure before next week is 
out. All the railway stations; motor 
transport and shipping are being worked 
to their utmost capacity. Trains leaviny 
for the South Coast have carriages so 
— that no more standing room has 

en. available. Late-comers had no 
chance, and hundreds had to be left on 
the platforms for later conveyances.. Larve 
num of passengers had to be leít 
behind at Heysham, since the Northern 
Ireland boats had no room for them. They 
were taken by special train to Morecambe, 
about four miles away, to await other 
transport improvised to get them to their 
destinations. 


King Leopold's Proposal 


Although the proposal made by the Kinz 
of the. Belgians -for an - International 
Economic Commission has not created anv 
great stir among the principal Powers so 
far it is possible that, as soon as condi- 
tions become brighter in international 
affairs, more will be heard of the project. 
King Leopold’s proposal has served its 
purpose of setting in motion informal dis- 
cussions, which are likely to be followed 
in due course by more definite suge¢éstions 
from the Belgian Government. ritain 
and France would welcome an international 
conference, providing it could meet in 
circumstances likely to lead to benefici:!

THERE is always a new thrill at 
the Horse Show. That is why 
such a large proportion of the 
visitors who have flocked to Dublin 
this week consist of people who have 
visited previous Horse Shows Many 
are making their tenth or twentieth 
visit ‘to a function which, though 
primarily concerned with the horse, 
possesses infinite variety, and never 
seems to stale.

CANADA BANS ARMS 


A series of Orders-in-Council approved 
during the past week brings into effect 
Canada’s non-intervention policy regard- 
ing Spain. ' 

The first order establishes effective con- 
trol over the export of arms, munitions, 
equipment and poison gas. An exporter 
must secure a permit as to the consignor, 
consignee, destination and specific purpose 
of the goods. 

A second order. prohibits the export from 
Canada of arms, war material, aircraft 
engines and munitions to Spain or Spanish 
territory, directly or indirectly. 

These Orders are based on amendments 
to the Customs Act passed last session. A 
third Order, passed under the authority 
of the Foreign Enlistment Act, makes it 
unlawful for any Canadian national to en- 
list, or leave Canada with intent to enlist, 
in the armed forces of either party in the 
Spanish civil war. Recruiting is banned, 
and penalties are prescribed for violations. 


DESTROYER BOMBED 


A Government destroyer was bombed

Paotingfu Railway Station was set on 
fire when Japanese aeroplanes dropped 
bombs at a Chinese troop-train.

A semi-official Japanese message alleges 
that the vanguard of the Central Govern- 
ment’s troops has reached  Liuliho, 
twenty miles south of Changhsintien, 
thereby renewing danger -of large scale 
hostilities in the Peiping area. 

Well-informed Japanese give the fol- 
lowing outlines of what Japan would de- 
mand for a “ peaceful settlement ’’— 
namely, complete suppression of anti- 
Japanese agitation throughout China and 
the demilitarisation of Hopei province, 
which would be policed by militiamen, 
armed with nothing more formidable than 
rifles. 

There are indications that the attitude 
of the Japanese military has stiffened as 
the result of the swift breakdown of the 
29th army. 

A pathetic story is told of the death 
of General Chao Teng-yu. who fell in 
the fighting on Wednesday at Peiping 
when leading his men in a charge. 
Before he died he sent this message 
to his mother: ‘‘ Cannot fulfil the 
duties of filial piety and loyalty to 
my country at the same time. Please 
pardon me if I die,” 


A BOYCOTT 


Messages from Shanghai report that a 
boycott of Japanese goods has begun in 
Shanghai. The campaign, according to 


the Domei Agency, is systematically con- 


ducted, while Chinese forwarding agencies 
refuse to handle Japanese goods. The 
Asahi Shimbun learns from Tsingtao (the 
chief seaport in North China) that about 
1,000 Japanese women and children have 
arrived there from Tsinanfu (the pro- 
vincial capital) and other places in the 
interior because of the hostile attitude of 
the Chinese. 

A Press message from Peiping gives a 
lurid account of the killing of Japanese, 
including women and children, at Tung- 
chow, as told by three Japanese women 
who escaped. One of them was the wife of 
a Japanese adviser to the East Hopei 
‘Administration. She was saved by her 
Chinese servants, who hid her in a store- 
room while the shooting was going on, 
although the Chinese police hunted for 
her repeatedly.

It will, when 
finally set. up, consist of all graduates of the 
National University, who may join by paying 
a small membership fee, and, under more 
particular terms; all undergraduates of its 
constituent colleges. 


ADEQUATE GRANTS 


This sum, which, though modest, is reason- 
ably adequate as a foundation gift, has, of 
course, been divided in a certain ratio 
between the three University centres in 
Galway, Cork and Dublin. It will be used 
there to establish the club centres for graduates 
and students already mentioned. These clubs 
for graduates and undergraduates will Le 
separate, but will be largely under the control 
of the governing bodies of the particular 
colleges within whose areas they lie. 

These grants that 1 have mentioned were 
made a number of months ago, and were 
quickly availed of by the Cork and Galway 
Colleges for the particular purposes for which 
they were allotted. However, in Dublin, ap- 
parently, little was being done to complete the 
work in the shape of a definite Union building.

_ LONDON STOCK MARKET FEATURES 


PROSPECTS OF BETTER BUSINESS 
SOUTH AFRICAN GOLD SHARES 
—~— 
From Our Financtat CORRESPONDENT, 


When the Stock Exchange resumes work 
after the August Bank Holiday markets are 
likely to show more animation than they did 
in the early part of July, when the pessi- 
mists made the most of the situation in the 
Far East, the deadlock reached in the Spanish 
non-intervention question, and the vagaries 
of the French franc. Towards the end of 
last week, there were undoubted signs of a 
revival of public interest: In Industrial 
shares it was encouraged by the numerous 
satisfactory results announced, and the sub- 
stantial dividend increases declared by various 
undertakings, including Davis and Timmins, 
Bearpark al, Norton and Biddulph and 
Hadfields. There were one or two disap- 
pointments recently, such as the relatively 
EA results oí the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway and the cut in the price of 
ptm, while some people had thought that 
mperial Tobacco’s interim dividend might 
have been increased. 


NEW CAPITAL ISSUES 


A proof of th» increase in public confidence 
‘is provided by the good reception accorded 
practically all new capital issues lately, 
though in the case of Iraq Government 4} per 
cent, and one or two others the heavy over- 
subscription was mainly due to the appli- 
cations of ‘‘ stags.’’ New issues of an in- 
dustrial character have been well received. 
For the next week or two there may be a 
lull in this sphere of finance, but the activity 
will be resumed, for it is known that two or 
three municipalities wish to appeal for new 
money or to refund existing obligations, while 
the work connected with the rearmament 
programme calls for fresh financing by under. 
takings that have almost suddenly experi- 
enced a big increase in business. Caution is 
necessary in subscribing capital in the latter 
case, for at such times as the present there 
is a strong temptation to sell businesses at 
good prices. or, perhaps, at above their real 
value, if allowance is made for the fact that 
the activity engendered by rearmament will 
not be permanent. 


RAILWAY REVENVES 


It cannot be denied that the results of 
the London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
for the past half-year were distinctly disap- 
pointing, and they served to modify the 
mere optimistic feeling as to the future of 
this market that had been encouraged by the 
excellent Southern and L.N.E.R. ain and 
the increase in freight charges and passenger 
fares. Tha “‘ Brum ” result: was so much 
worse than the others that operators were 
inclined to think that there must be a special 
reason for the increase of as ei as 
£1,100,000 in the working expenses, Disap- 
pointing as the L.M. and S8. figures are, it 
cannot be questioned that the home railway 
position is much better now than it was a 
year ago. It will certainly be a disappoint- 
ment if the increase in expenditure Lawak 
dearer materials and higher wages is not off- 
set by the saving in local rates and the in- 
crease that has been conceded in charges. 
Admittedly, such stocks as London, Midland 
and Scottish Ordinary, L.N.E.R. 3 per cent. 
2nd Preference and Southern Defd. must 
remain speculative propositions until the 
wage question has been definitely settled. 


FAR EASTERN BONDS 


Sympathy is felt for holders of Chinese 
and Japanese Government Bonds, more par- 
ticularly the former, because of the grave 
situation that has arisen between the two 
countries. The development is the more dis- 
appointing because the economic conditions 
in China had greatly improved in the last 
year or two, as shown by the ability to re- 
sume interest payments on the unsecured 
loans, including the 8 per cent, Treasury 
Bills and Notes, which were originally issued 
to Vickers and the Marconi Co. in payment 
for services rendered. It had been thought 
also that Japan had decided that her best 


_ interests were served by refraining from war- 


like measures, while the belief was held that 
the greater military efficiency of China would 
stiffen the latter’s resistance to the demands 
of the Japanese. It is difficult to decide how 
holders of Chinese Government Bonds 
should act in the present circumstances. Of 
late there has been a serious fall in market 
values, and obviously an extension of the

BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT 
SECURITIES 


In view of the prominence given to 
Brazilian Government nds in these notes, 
it is satisfactory to see a steady rise in prices. 
Nothing is now heard of a propo cut, in 
‘the interest. on the funding issues when the 
present debt plan ends in March next, and 
more lately the idea has grown that holders 
of the other loans will be offered better terms 
than they are now receiving. Economic con- 
ditions in Brazil have greatly improved dur- 
ing the last year or two, but. it is not. certain 
that the Government could afford to pay 
more yet awhile. As time goes on Brazil 
will develop her resources other than coffee 
on a much i: ger scale, and undoubtedly the 
position want be greatly improved if the 
country became much less dependent upon 
one particular product. It may be noted 
that the recent rise in prices has been very 
marked in two issues, to which particular 
attention has been previously drawn here— 
the 64 per cent. of 1927 and the 5 per cent, 
of 1913. Even if these loans obtained no 
increase in the interest, the bonds give a 
satisfactory yield at current prices. 


KAFFIRS 


A contributory factor in the more cheerful 
feeling that characterised stock markets in 
the closing days of July was the smart rally 
in South African gold and finance shares. 
There is no longer any fear that the price 
of gold will be reduced by deliberate action 
on the part of interested countries, and it 
would seem that the unsatisfactory position 
in Johannesburg caused by the collapse of 
dangerous epeculation there has been finatly 
cleared up, for purchases by that centre were 
the chief cause of the recent recovery. 
Assuming the maintenance of the price of 
gold at about the present figure, practically 
all the good shares of producing companies 
give a satisfactory yield at cwrrent prices, 
and these, of course, are still |substantially 
below those that ruled before the first gold 
scare appeared. 


OILS 


It is said that the reason for last week’s 
reduction in the price of petrol is a decline 
in tanker freight rates, but the market is a 
little sceptical on the point. There is a sug- 
gestion that the cut was made in order to 
deal with competition in certain distributiag 
centres. If this view is well founded, we 
might possibly see something like a price war, 
with a serious effect upon the profits of the 
producing and distributing companies. Other- 
wise the prospects for oil shares are favour- 
able, owing largely to the improved state ot 
the industry in America, where fluctuations 
in the price of the product are usually re- 
flected in world markets. ' 


THE OUTLOOK 


Reasons for expecting better stock markets 
in the near future include the healthy state of 
the speculative position. In no direction is 
there a bull account of any magnitude, such 
operations having been discouraged by the 
circumstances that contributed to a decided 
falling off in the volume of business generally. 
Throughout the recent inactivity there was 
little selling on public account, with the 
result that the market supply of stock is 
small. Consequently, only a moderate buying 
movement on the part of the public would 
have an appreciable effect upon prices. 
—— the recent uncertainty, too, a con- 
siderable amount of investment money was 
probably accumulated, and this will he 
released with the growth of confidence. Out- 
side foreign politics, the factors are, still 
favourable. They include the virtual assur- 
ance of the continuance of cheap money and 
the prospect of active and prosperous indus-

MARKETS REVIEW 
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QUIET CONDITIONS 


From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT 
The provision market closed quiet, buyers 
having covered requirements over the holiday 
serie. but there was a gain a firm feeling 
to note for most commodities. Increased 
shipments of bacon and eggs were reported 
from Denmark and Sweden to Northern ports 
last week-end, but consignments of butter 
were smaller. Available supplies of bacon 
are readily absorbed, and the market closes 
firm, with prices at a premium. Polish shows 
an advance of ls. to Ds. and spot prices ior 
Irish are unchanged at 2s. per cwt. dearer, 
but no official change is recorded in English 
and. other Continental cures. In butter, the 
Danish official quotation has been wired un- 
changed, and ‘‘top” again stands at 220 
kroner per 100 kilos; at the corresponding 
period of last year the figure was 223 kroner, 
and in 1935, 185 kroner. Continental makes 
rule steady and Irish creameries and Colonials 
firm, with the former on a parity with New 
Zealand. Arrivals of Colonial butter for the 
week ended July 24th totalled 189,600 boxes, 
and included 113,100 boxes from New Zealand 
and 76,500 boxes from Australia. Only 88,300 
boxes are expected from these countries 
during the present week, but rather larger 
quantities are due in the next. seven days. 
Total shipments on passage have now dropped 
below last year’s corresponding figures. Pro- 
duction is seasonally low in both New Zealand 
and Australia, although the lowest point 
appears to have been passed in the former 
country; the combined output is slightly 
greater than a year ago, but conditions re- 
main unfavourable in important Australian 
areas. There is an absence of Argentine 
butter shipments, which were increasing at 
this time last year. The high retail prices 
of eggs has curtailed demand to a certain 
.and while both Irish and home- 
| eased during the early part of the 
week, the market closed steady. Imports of 
bacon during the first six months of 1937 
were 280, ewts. larger than in the cor- 
responding period of last year. 


receipts of eggs were virtually the same as 
in corresponding period of 1936. Supplies 
from the Irish Free State were again smaller, 
and caused entries from pire sources to 
drop from 19 per cent. of the total import 
last year to 15 per cent. this year. 

. LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester’ Cattle Market on Tues- 
day last both home-fed and Irish fat cattle 
were in larger supply, but sheep and lambs 
and dairy cows showed a decrease. Only a 
moderate inquiry was reported for fat cattle, 
but sheep and lambs met with a steady sale. 
Late rates were well maintained for all de- 
scriptions. Owing to the uncertain state of 
the weather and the holidays, trade at the 
Manchester Pig Market was somewhat ir- 
regular. With light supplies, however, quota- 
tions generally showed a firmer tendency.

Board for the Civil Service seems likely 
to occupy a prominent place among the 
political topics of the coming months. 

Because of the fact that it seems likely to 
bring the Fine Gael, Labour and certain of 
the Independents into a combine against the 
Government a piquant situation may arise. 

Mr. A. Costello and Alderman P. 8 
Doyle have already given notice of a motion 
to be moved in the Dail asking for the 
establishment of machinery for the regulation 
of certain matters. 

The Postal Worker, of which Mr. 
William Norton, T.D., leader of the Labour 
Party, is Editor, in its latest issue recalls the 
fact that in 1932 Mr. de Valera asked for a 
mandate to establish such an Arbitration 
Board, but instead of doing so offered “a 
worthless Advisory Board.” Mr. Norton 
points out that at the recent election the 
parties and candidates who stood for arbitra 
tion polled more votes than the Government 
Party, and agseris that ‘‘the Government, 
therefore, has no mandate from the people to 
refuse to establish an Arbitration Board.”’ 

In the circumstances, the discussion of Mr. 
Costello’s motion should prove to be interest- 
ing. The allocation of time for such motions 
rests entirely with the Government. Those 
interested in advancing the cause of arbitra- 
tion will look to Mr. Norton to tse his in- 
fluence on tie Government on this mitter,

ported in 1956 fell from the previous years 
record total of 1,477,000 tons to 1.514,000 
tons. Supplies from Empire countries deciined 
in volume, but by no means as heavily as 
foreign supplies, and it appears from the Íin. 
perial Economic Committee's annual survey, 
“Fruit Supplies, 1936,” just published, that 
of the total imports no less than 55 per cent 
was of Empire origin. So high a proportion 
has never before been reached. In each of the 
past two years Empire countries have found 
in the United Kingdom a market [for more 
fruit thah was imported from all countries 
before 1914. 

With the single exception of bananas, the 
total for which was a new record, receipt 
of all the principal kinds of fruit last 5 
were lighter than in 1935. Nevertheless, im 
ports of grapes, plums, pineapples, peac! 
and lemons from Empire countries all reac! 
new high levels, while supplies of Emp! 
pears were just short of the 1955 revo! 
figure. In addition, although imports 
oranges, grapefruit and bananas from Empire 
countries were lighter than in 1935, they 
were substantially heavier than in any 
previous year. Supplies of fruit from South 
Africa showed a further expansion and con- 
stituted a new record, 


INCREASED CONSUMPTION 


Imports from both Australia and New 
Zealand were heavier than in 1935, but there 
was a reduction in consignments from Canada, 
the British West Indies and Palestine. The 
British West Indies, the principal supplier of 
bananas, again sent a greater tonnage of 
fruit than any other Empire country. 

The report estimates that the quantity of 
raw fruit available for consumption in 1936 
was equivalent to 89lb. per head of the popu- 
lation of the United Kingdom. This figure 1s 
below the 1934 record, but 101b. higher than 
the 1935 figure. It is abundantly clear that 
consumption has increased greatly since the 
war.
